THREATENING SGCIETY: How old are you now? 

TAN RACKAYE: Twenty five. 

75 : How long have you been in the punk scene? 

TAN: Um... the first tine that 1] saw a punk band was in 
January of 1979. It was THE CRAMPS. The best show ever. 
The greatest show ever. 

78 : Sa there was no turning back then? 

iff: Tt was just tremendous. lf was a very, very good 
show, Totally crazy. Then 1 saw THE CLASH about tea weeks 
jater. Then the BAD BRAINS and THE DARNED in June of 1979. 
Fotaliy great. Then, at that point, #e were already in a 
' bad called THE SLINKYS, fed Mark [Sullivan] who's is 


_ KINGFACE now, was Singing. I played bass, Jeff [Neisen} 
played drums, a guy named Geordie [Grindle? played guitar. 


We played one show in the end of 15979, then Mark went ta 
college. we got a new singer named Nathan [Strejoek? and 
ferwed TEEN IDLES, 

15 : Bid you take bass lessons? 

TAN: No. 1 taught myself. 

7S : Was the SLINKYS something you toyed around with? 

AN: Well, we were a real band. Like half of the TEEN IDLE 
songs were SLINKYS songs. “Deadhead”, and a good amount of 
others. i#eli, we only played one time and that was at 3 
party. But we definitely learned cur instruments. Jeff 
never played drugs before that band. J never played bass. 
But TEEN IGLES played their first show in December of 1979 
and we we broke up in November of 1980, 

7S : How popular would you say you were? 

TAN: Well, you can't compare it to anything at the time. 
it was a tetaliy different climate. There was no punk 
scene, really whatsoever. 1t was completely different than 
it is today. There were ne magazines or anything Tike 
that. It was a completely different situation. He had a 
strong following ~ cur shows tended te be about forty or 
Fifty people, Gur biggest show was about twelve hundred 
peaple, but that was when we opened for THE CRAMPS, 

7S : Did you play outside of DC? 

IAN: As a matter of fact, we played one show in Baltimcre, 
one show in Norfolk, Virginia, one show in Los Angeles, 
and one show in San Francisca. That was sert of 2a Fluke. 
in the summer of 180, we decided te gc on a "tour". He gat 
one show in San Francisce and one show in Los Angeles. We 


took our bass, our guitas, and cur drumsticks, and get on - 


a Greyhound bus. Mark and Henry [Rellins, formerly of 
BLACK FLAG] went with us. He went across the country and 
played the two shows. We saw the CIRCLE JERKS and the DEAD 
KENAEDYS for the first time. We were completely blow away 
by what was going on cut there. 1 was so great. And then 
we cawe back, and sort of tock it from there. And fram 
that came MINGR THREAT. 


75 : Why did you break off ta form MINGR THREAT? 


1PM: Geordie quit. He wasn’t happy with the way the band. 
was going. We had different ideas. 1 think people get sick 


‘af it - sick of each other. We could’ve gotten ancther 


auitar player. At that point, 1 had written almost ali of 


~ the words, and I wanted te sing. At the same time, there 


was a band called THE EXTORTS in Washingten. THE EXTORTS 
were 5,0.f, except with Lyle [Presiar] singing. So they 
broke up at the same tise that we did, and Lyle wanted to 
play guitar. find 1 sang. Lyle knew Brian [Baker], and 
asked him if he wanted to play bass in the band. We played 
cur first show in December of 1580, ; 

75 : So your wrete a1] of MINOR THREAT’s lyrics?

Sowetimes the music can be the wessage, too. It’s 
confusing.
